1 am still filled with excitement

have to sav that the snow made 
me think of New England and 
home Once again I could feel 
the jov that comes to the school 
kid who has just heard the “no 
school’ announcement on the 
radio. and tosses aside the books 
for the skis. and climbs aboard 
the ski tow rather than the school 
bus I had lived without snow for 
almost three vears. and was happy 
to welcome it for a few davs 

If asked to sum up my impres- 
sion of the Olympic Games in two 
words. I would have to sav “inter- 
national understanding” People 
came from all over the world to 
enjovthe finest competition human 
nature could muster There were 
© incidents to mar the enjoyment

sion did a bit of interpreting for 
an American or European. neigh- 
bor Apart from the excitement 
of just being there, which, to be 
trite, “was twice the fun’. I was 
able to see the opening day cere- 
mony. the men’s 5000 meter speed 
skating event. two man bobsleigh. 
women’s downhill skiing. luge. 70 
meter ski jump and the U.S.- 
Swiss hockey game I would be 
less than honest if I failed to men- 
tion the beauty of Sapporo A 
Western stvle citv.

1, Communication and cooper-

That is. by pro- 
moting at regular intervals an 
exchange of ideas and by con- 
tinually seeding advice from 
knowledgable and qualified town 
officials, ‘The Selectman should 
assume the lead in establishing 
a progressive direction for the 
Town.

perly executed. will compel 
administrative and policy coor- 
dination among all our boards and 
officials - Wilmington's Capital 
Budget Program. 

2. Wilmington is perhaps more 
fortunate than some other towns 
in the matter of disposing of our 
solid waste. We do have areas 
which can be filled using the 
sanitary land fill method. As a 
solution to our immediate needs. 
T feel that filling some of the old 
gravel pits would help with the 
solid waste problem. and at the 
same time. make these areas use- 
ful again instead of the eye-sores 
they presently are. Long range 
solutions, five. ten or twenty 
years from now. can only be 
solved by regional cooperation. 
It takes time to study a problem 
this large - and, I feel. we should 
start now. Federal and state 
money is available to fund these

3. As a Selectman, I would do all 
I could to make the best possible 
use of plans we have now.

all our town officials to provide 
a Teasonable set of alternatives 
to the voters. However. exclu- 
sive of schools, I feel problems 
of public safety, for example: 
sidewalks. fire sub-stations.

for the performance of most de- 
partments and boards. It is up to 
the Selectmen to insist on effec: 
tive action. 

2. The solid waste problems 
should be solved by a local solu 
tion in as much as we would leave 
ourselves vulnerable to high costs 
and loss of control if state and 
regional agencies were to come in 
and dictate locations and prices. 
A workable local solution depends 
upon the technical experts. the 
boards of health and other boards 
providing reasonable alternatives 
to the Board of Selectmen. 

3. Under the Town Manager plan 
the Board of Selectmen is the only 
elected board responsible for 
long range planning. The Plan-

5. I would give three problems 
priority: (1) school facilities 
(2) water distribution system and

6 Three problems seem to be

recreational facilities, Industrial 
and business development would 
provide jobs and new tax revenue 
There are hundreds of acres of 
land zoned for industry near Route 
93. and we should encourage high 
quality industry in these locations 
I know many people are afraid 
that industry will increase our 
population and the number of 
school children, but the Chamber 
of Commerce found that less than 
one person in nine working in 
Wilmington actually resides in

Order C592 of the 
Acts of 1950 charge him with the 
responsibility of providint com- 
munication and coordination. (1) 
Require the minutes of all boards 
and committees to be sent to all 
other boards and be officially re- 


ceived by that board. (2) Re- 
quire all boards to request 
assistance from other boards 


that have an interest in any pro- 
ject they are about to start. (a!

Pepple who are 65 and haven't 
already signed up for the medical 
insurance part of Medicare mav 
enroll now through March 3ist at 
any Social Secutirv Office. 

The medical part of Medicare 
helps pay the doctor bills for 
people 65 and over. Almost any- 
one over 65 is eligible. Most 
peop! who didn’t sign up in their 
original enrollment period can 
Sigg up now, 

The medical insurance program 
is the voluntary part of Medicare. 
People who enroll in it are re- 
quired to pay monthly premiums 
that are matched by the Federal 
Government. It supplements 
Medicare hospital _ insurance. 
which is funded bv Social Security 
contributions by workers, emplo- 
vers, and the self-employed. and . 
helps pay the hospital bills of 
people 65 and over. 

You have 7 months to sign up 
for the medical insurance part 
of Medicare the first time. You 
can sign up during the 3 months 
before you're 65, during the 
month you reach 68, or during 
the 3 months after you're 65. If 
you wish to have the protection 
beginning with the month you're 
65, you must apply during the 3 
month period before you're 65 

Within 3 years after the end of 
your first enrollment period. you 
can still sign up during any Jan- 
vary. February, or March., If 
you enroll and then cancel your 
medical insurance protection, 
you're eligible to’ re-enroll ‘only 
once. You pay a higher premium 
if vou sign up after vour first 
enrollment period 

Nine out of 10 people over 65 
are enrolled in the medical 
insurance part of Medicare. Last 
year the program paid $2 bil- 
lion in bnefits on behalf of 9 
‘a million people 

Medicare is administered by 
the Social Security Administra- 
tlon of the U.S. Department of 
Helth, Education and Welfare.
